Los Angeles, Cal., July 
ll.—More 
than two wreeks have passed 
since 
Charles E. Pendell, a wealthy money 
tender, was found murdered in his of­ 
fice in this city, and the case remains 
as much of a mystery as it was on 
the day the mutilated body was dis­ 
covered. Of one thing, however, the 
police are thoroughly convinced. They 
believe that when the person or per­ 
sons who kilted Pendell are found, 
then the long sought murderers of 
Joseph Logue in 
Chicago 
will 
be 
found. Seldom have two crimes com­ 
mitted at points so far apart offered 
such a case of similarity in every im­ 
portant derail. That the two murders 
were committed by the same hand ap­ 
pears certain to those who have stud­ 
ied the two cases. 
The murder of Joseph H. Logue oc­ 
curred in Chicago on December 20 
last. Logue was a money tender as 
was Pendell, the Los Angeles victim. 
•Both also dealt in diamonds and jew­ 
elry. Both murders were committed in 
the offices of the victims. Both were 
committed in the middle of the day, 
I-ogue being killed at about the hour 
of noon and Pendell at about 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. In each case the 
last person seen to enter the office 
was a well-dressed woman. Robbery 
is supposed to have furnished the mo­ 
tive in each case, though strangely 
enough the nature and amount of the 
booty have never 
been 
determined 
definitely either in the Logue or the 
Pendell 
case. 
Both 
victims 
were 
known to be in the habit of carrying 
considerable sums of money and large 
amounts of jewelry. The brutality of 
the murderer was evidenced in each 
case, both of the victims being shot, 
slashed and beaten. 
The detectives are positive that the 
two murders were committed by the 
same skilled professional criminals— 
a man and a woman. But in neither 
case did there appear the slightest 
clue that might lead to the identity 
of the pair. The murderer or murder­ 
ers committed their crimes so skill­ 
fully and so quietly that persons in 
adjoining offices heard no sound.
